FALL FESTIVAL-Each Fall the City of 
Cleveland becomes a fairground in the Month 
of October for native craft and kitchen 
‘*makings’’, especially, found no where else. 
The old court house in Cleveland was built 
in 1859 by slave labor. It is preserved by the 
White County Historical Society. The first 
gold rush in America began on Duke’s Creek 
in this county in 1828. There were 9 gold 
mines in the county as late as 1939, 
ANDREW'S COVE-Along beautiful mountain 
stream. Camping, hiking and fishing. Take 
Ga. 75 N. from Cleveland for 14 miles. 

MT. YONAH-—Mt. Yonah, with its great stone 
cliffs that reach back into the legends of the 
Cherokee. If you can take it, climb Mt. Yonah. 
3 miles N. of Cleveland on Ga. 75. 
APPALACHIAN TRAIL-Meditate the meaning 
of life as you walk leisurely along the Appa- 
lachian Trail. Begin at Tesnatee Gap, 12 
miles N. of Cleveland on the Richard Russell 
Scenic Highway (at Robertstown), or where 
the trail crosses Ga. 75 at Unicoi Gap. Play 
golf and swim — 6 miles S. of Cleveland on 
Ga. 75. Watch pottery hand spun the old 
fashioned way — 3 miles S. of Cleveland on 
Ga. 75. Fish in the shaded headwaters of the 
cool Chattahoochee River for rainbow trout. 


COVERED BRIDGE-One of the few remaining 
covered bridges is located just off Ga. 255 
on Chickamauga Creek. 3 miles N. of Sautee. 
SAUTE E-NACOOCHEE VALLEYS-First peo- 
ple were thought to be Hopewell Indians who 
aised hills of earth on which they built 
temples of worship or tombs for their dead. 
These can be still seen. The old Unicoi 
Turnpike is still evident in the contour of the 
hillside. A country store nearly a 100 years 
old looks much as it did in the 1800°s both 
inside and out. The old Sautee Store is now a 
Country Museum loaded with yesterday, 
located at Sautee, Ga., at junction of Ga. 17 
and 255. No admission charge. 
RICHARDSON-LUMSDEN HOUSE-Built in 
1831. Oldest residence still standing in the 
valley. 

The Crescent Hill Church, built in the 19th 
Century, is one of the most beautiful 
examlpes of gingerbread gothic in this sec- 
tion of the country. The large Indian Mound 
at junction of Ga. 75and 17, is near Crescent 
Hill Church. The small mound in the upper 
end of Nacoochee is one of the Cherokee 
Council House Sites.

ENOTA GLADES-On Soapstone Creek; wood- 
ed area along stream bank. Excellent picnick- 
ing. From Blairsville take U.S. 129 S. 8 mi.; 
left on Ga. 180 for 8 miles; then right on Ga. 
66. 

HIGH SHOALS SCENIC AREA-Five water- 
falls; luxuriant banks of rhododendron and 
laurel; sparkling mountain streams; 170 acre 
area. Hikers can visit waterfalls by taking an 


| abandoned road which climbs the mountain- 


side. No facilities or maintained trails. From 
Blairsville take U.S. 129 S. 8 miles; left on 
Ga. 180 for 8 miles; right on Ga. 66 E. to 
Ga. 75. 1/10 of mile S. on Ga. 75. Turn on 
Indian Grave Gap Road. 

SOSEBEE COVE SCENIC AREA-This 175 
acre tract of prize hardwood timber is set 
aside as a memorial to Arthur Woody, a U.S. 
Ranger. Rare and beautiful wild flowers 
abound in this area. Said to be the best stand 
of second growth of yellow poplar in the 
nation. No facilities; some trailers. 
BLOOD MOUNTAIN ARCHAELOGICAL 
AREA-From near Lake Winfield Scott Rec- 
reation Area follow the Appalachian Trail to 
the top of Blood Mountain. 

TRACK ROCK GAP ARCHAELOGICAL 
AREA-—Passageway for Cherokee Indians. 


Soapstones on the << of the stream near’ 


the gap still show evidence of where Indians 
cooked and lived. This is a 52 acre area with 
preserved petroglyphs of ancient Indian 
origin from which this mountain gap or pass 
gets its name. These carvings resemble 
animal and ‘bird tracks; crosses; circles and 
human footprints. 

TRACK ROCK RECREATIONAL AREA- 
which offers camp sites, horseback riding, 
hiking trails, picnicking, swimming. Also a 
fish-out pond for channel catfish. No licenses 
required. take U.S.76 E. of Blairsville to 
Young Harris and follow signs., 

WOODY GAP-Scenic vista of Yahoola Valley. 
Appalachian Trail crosses Ga. 60 at this 


point. Picnicking. Take Ga. 60 S. from 
From Vogel State Park follow scenic Ga. 180. 


BLAIRSVILLE, GA. - Union County » 


NOTTELY DAM LAKE-Located on Ga. 325. 
The lake is one of the fine scenic spots in 
Union County. For a beautiful drive around 
the lake and its scenic area, take U.S. 76 
from Blairsville and go 10 miles E.; then 
right on Ga. 325 N. for 13 miles to Ivy Log; 
then right on U.S. 19 back to Blairsville. 
Fishing in Lake Nottely is especially good 
for catfish. 

NOTTELY DAM-2 miles W. of U.S. 219 and 
129; is crossed by a highway. The Dam is 
184° high, 2,300’ long and backs water up- 
stream 20 miles forming a 4,290 acre lake. 
Numerous boat docks and fishing camps are 
along its shores. 

BLAIRSVILLE AIRPORT is one of the finest 
airports in the mountains. 3200° in length, 75° 
wide and lighted. It is located 3 miles W. of 
Blairsville just off U.S. 76. For those wish- 
ing to fly into the airport, a free courtesy car 
service is provided from the airport to the 
Milton Inn, in downtown Blairsville. 
APPALACHIAN TRAIL-—Hiking along the 
Appalachian Trail (a foot trail between 
Georgia and Maine). Start at Neel’s Gap, 
about 14 miles S. of Blairsville on U.S. 129. 
There you may hike E. or W. 

SQUARE DANCING each Saturday night at 
Lake Winfield Scott. Roller skating and 
dancing just E. of Suches on Ga. 180 for 3 
miles. Also E. of Blairsville on U.S. 76, 
2 miles. 

WOODY GAP-Scenic vista of Yahoola Valley. 
Appalachian Trail crosses Ga. 60 at this 
point. Picnicking. Take Ga. 60 S. from 
Suches for 2 miles. 

MULKY-—At intersection of Cooper Creek and 
Mulky Creek; densely wooded. Camping, 
hiking and fishing. Take Ga. 60 N.W. from 
Suches for 10 miles; turn right (E.) on F.S. 
Road 4 for 5 miles, 


DEEP HOLE-An attractive mountain setting | 


on Toccoa River. Camping, hiking and fish- 
ing. Take Ga. 60 N.W. from Suches 11 miles. 
CHATTAHOOCHEE NATIONAL FISH 

HATCHERY-The National Fish Hatchery 
produces rainbow, brook and brown trout for 
use in the management of lakes and streams 
in North Georgia. Nearby Frank 
Gross Camp Ground offers facilities for 


camping and picnicking. From Suches, Ga., 
take Ga. 60 N.W. for 9 miles. Turn left (S.) 
on F.S. Road 69 for 5 miles.
